Detroit,  Sept  lO— The  first  and 
oldest  radio  broadcasting  station  in 
the  world — WWJ,  owned  and  operated 
by  the  Detroit  Netos — ^will  dedicate 
formally  its  new  million-dollar  stuffios 
with  a  week-l<aig  program  includmg 
an  array  of  nationally  known  radio 
and  theatrical  talent  beginning  Sept 
16. 

Dedication  of  the  beautiful  studios, 
vdiidi  are  located  (^iposite  the  News 
building  in  downtown  Detroit,  will 
mark  another  milestone  in  a  program 
vdiidi  has  provided  Detroit  the 
finest  possible  regional  broadcasting 
plant  and  vdilch  is  another  evidence 
of  the  interest  in  radio  evinced  by  the 
Scripps  family  over  a  period  of  three 
decades. 

Scripps*  Early  Radio  lirtaresf 

James  E.  Scripps,  founder  of  the 
Detroit  News,  was  interested  in  the 
earliest  radio  developments,  and  he 
financed  experiments  in  die  early 
1900’s  by  T.  E.  Clark  in  his  Tecla 
Laborat^es  in  Detroit  Clark  put  in 
operati<»i  ship-to-shore  radic^one 
communicaticHi  between  offices  in  De¬ 
troit  and  ships  in  the  Detroit  River 
as  early  as  1904. 

A  bronze  bust  of  James  E.  Scripps 
stands  in  a  recess  in  the  main  lobby 
of  the  new  studios  building. 

His  son,  William  E.  ScriniB,  now 
president  of  the  News,  bought  a  small 
radiophone  transmitter  from  Dr.  Lee 
de  Forest,  the  “hither  of  radio  broad¬ 
casting,”  in  1920  and,  on  Aug.  20  of 
that  year,  opened  the  first  radio 
broadcasti^  station  in  the  world. 
That  station  is  now^WWJ. 

One  of  the  first  amateur  radio  op¬ 
erators  in  Detroit  was  William  J. 
Scripps,  grandson  of  the  founder. 
After  the  untimely  death  on  SepL  29, 
1935,  of  Jefferson  B.  Webb,  manager 
of  the  station,  William  J.  Soipps  be¬ 
came  acting  manager.  For  nearly  a 
year  he  has  devoted  almost  his  entire 
time  to  realizing  the  dreams  of  his 
predecessor  in  ffie  form  of  the  new 
studios  and  a  greater  WWJ. 

Plant  Has  Hva  Sections 

His  wife,  Mrs.  Virginia  Scripps,  took 
an  active  part  in  the  work,  and  Albert 
Kahn,  internationally-known  Detroit 
ardiitect  who  designed  the  buildings — 
as  he  had  the  News  building  itself — 
paid  tribute  to  Mrs.  Scripps’  “help, 
good  taste,  and  constructive  assistance 
in  selecting  color  treatment  of  the 
interiors.” 

The  radio  plant  of  the  Detroit  News 
is  divided  into  five  sections,  three  of 
them  stationary  and  two  mobile.  WWJ 
proper  includes  the  new  studios  and 
the  Transmitter  of  WWJ,  located  on 
the  edge  of  the  city. 

Thirty-five  thousand  persons  visited 
the  transmitter  plant  in  the  first  three 
months  after  its  opening  in  May,  1936. 
It  was  constructed  with  the  latest 
types  of  apparatus  and  antenna,  and 
h^  a  Western  ISectric  hi^  fidelity 
transmitter  with  power  of  5,000  watts. 
Behind  the  transmitter  plant  is  a  400- 
foot  antenna,  of  the  Blaw-Knox  verti¬ 
cal  radiator  type,  the  first  of  its  kind 
in  this  country.  The  building  is 
equipped  with  living  quarters  for  file 
caretaker  and  mergency  quarters  for 
the  crew,  and  has  a  stuffio  so  that  the 
transmitter  can  become  a  complete 
unit  should  disaster  or  a  break  in  the 
city’s  telephone  service  interrupt  com¬ 


munication  with  file  studke  dosnu 
town.

Within-  tiie  last  friw  months  the 
Junior  Typographical  Union  has  rap¬ 
idly  taken  its  place  in  the  ranks  of 
typography,  fulfilling  a  hope  first  ex- 
preened  b^  in  1902,  vdien  tiie  presi¬ 
dent  of  tiie  LT.U.,  realizing  the  need 
of  inqrovement  in  the  apprentice 
ranks,  urged  upon  the  annual  conven¬ 
tion  some  action  along  these  lines,  ac¬ 
tion  tiiat  would  bring  co-operation 
from  the  publidiers  as  well  as  ^ 
printeis.  The  result  eras  tile  esta^ 
Inhment  td  a  Commissioh  on  Siqiple- 
mental  Trade  Education.  Ft-om  tius 
grew  the  Bureau  of  Education  of  the 
LT.U.,  whidi  today  has  diarge  of  tiie 
Junior  TypograpUcal  Unions. 

That  tiw  effcwts  of  tiw  LT.U.  have 
not  been  fruitless  can  be  seen  in  past 
report  of  tiie  Bureau  of  EVlucation, 
wfaidi  reveals  that  nearly  10,000  ap¬ 
prentices  have  passed  tlirou^  its 
standardized  channels  of  education  in 
printing.  Last  year  there  were  806 
qipentices  enrolled  in  tiie  junior 
unions,  an  increase  of  nearly  100  over 
the  previous  year’s  enroUiiient  Since 
establuhnient  of  the  standardized 
courses  in  1907,  tiiere  have  been 
nearly  20JKI0  apprentices  enrolled, 
more  tiian  half  of  them  graduating  in 
tiieir  work.  This  has  resulted  in  a 
decided  improvement  in  the  calibre  of 
craftsmen  who  have  moved  on  into 
tiie  regular  industry. 

So  hi^ily  has  the  work  of  the  Bu¬ 
reau  of  Education  become  that  in 
1985,  vdien  tiie  armual  LT.U.  conven¬ 
tion  was  hdd  at  Kalamazoo,  Hi^ 
action  was  takoi  vdikh  prevents  an 
ivprentioe  from  becoming  a  membor 
of  the  LT.U.  until  he  has  met  all  of 
tiie  hi^  standards  of  the  Bureau  of 
Education. 

20  UnHs  Now  Operating 

Just  adiich  city  had  tiie  first  unit 
of  tiie  Junior  Typognqihical  Union  is 
a  debatable  question,  since  records  of 
tiie  earliest  members  have  been  lost 
in  sending  LT.U.  records  from  one 
convention  city  to  anotiier.  But  the 
movement  has  grown  rsqpidly  and  to¬ 
day  tiiere  are  about  18  or  20  in  ex¬ 
istence,  an  striving  toward  tiie  same 
purpose — inqxuved  printing.

men  and  mastered  by  simple,  prac¬ 
tical  stages,  at  the  mmr  time  that  the 
apprentice  goes  about  his  regular 
duties  in  tiie  composing  room.  The 
courses  are  arrant  so  tiiat  by  de¬ 
voting  only  30  minutes  a  day,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  his  regular  work,  an  apprentice 
can  complete  any  unit  of  tte  course 
in  15  months.  Simplicity  is  the  theme 
of  eadi  lesson,  vkidi  must  be  ade¬ 
quately  completed  before  tiie  student 
passes  to  the  next  one. 

The  apprentices  in  eadi  city  or  town 
organize  tiieir  own  junior  unions, 
formulate  their  own  by-laws,  and  op¬ 
erate  just  like  a  senior  imion  in  many 
reflects.  Throu^  tiiis  work  they  are 
prepared  for  active  and  energetic  or¬ 
ganization  when  they  pass  into  the 
regular  union. 

TTiom  Ov«r  16  EligibI*  to  J.  T.  U. 

Not  only  is  the  Bureau  of  Educa¬ 
tion  wm-king  with  apprentices,  but  is 
soliciting — and  obtaining— cooperation 
from  public  schools  teaching  printing, 
seeking  to  maintain  the  hi^iest  stand¬ 
ards  and  limiting  tiie  diaracter  and 
type  of  applicants  ambitious  to  be¬ 
come  printers.  “Lessons  in  Printing" 
are  available  for  class  instruction  but 
not  for  individual  study  to  others  than 
enrolled  apprentices.

TELETYPE  HELD  15  TIMES 
MORE  EFFICIENT 

special  to  Editoe  ft  Pususais 

WAsanfCTOif,  D.  C.,  Sept  8— The 
substitution  of  teletype  for  Morse 
telegraphy  in  the  transmission  of  news 
is  one  of  the  subjects  discussed  in  the 
1936  Statistical  Handbook,  issued  by 
the  Department  of  Labor,  which  de¬ 
scribes  tbe  productivity  of  the  opera¬ 
tor  of  the  printer  teletype  as  15  times 
as  great  as  that  of  a  Morse  operator 
in  the  news  field. 

“Because  of  the  growth  of  press 
associations,  chain  newspapers,  and 
news-feature  syndicates,  all  of  which 
call  for  large  sending  organizations, 
the  number  of  Morse  operators  en¬ 
gaged  in  newspaper  work  increased 
from  1414  in  1915  to  1449  in  1922. 

"After  the  latter  year  the  adcqition 
of  the  printer  telegraph  (teletype), 
which  had  been  introduced  in  1915, 


grew  rapidly.  By  1931  only  588  Mena 
operators  were  employed  b  the  prin¬ 
cipal  news  organiations.  Telabrpa 
operates,  on  the  other  hand,  who  bid 
numbered  only  11  in  news  wo^  in. 
1915,  had  increased  to  335  in  1931.  If 
Morse  operators  were  required  to 
render  service  equivalent  in  speed  and 
sustained  effort  to  that  now  pnesihle 
with  the  teletype,  3,727  telepaphen 
would  be  necessary  to  do  the  work: 
now  done  by  243  peters."

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RUBBER  NEWSPAPER  PRESS  ROLLERS 

For  the  use  of  RUBBER  ROLLERS  on  a  newspaper  press,  closed  roller 
sockets  generaUy  are  necessary.  The  new  presses  are  coming  through  so 
equipped,  old  presses  need  to  have  them  installed.

In  fact,  they  are  not,  as  the  slight  saving  from  reduced 
friction  because  of  the  use  of  a  baU  bearing  does  not  justify  the  expense  of 
the  ball  bearing  installation. 

What  happens  to  your  ball  bearing  core,  an  expensive  article,  at  your  roller 
maker's,  in  handling  —  in  shipping  —  in  running  without  proper  packing 
with  grease?  Check  up  some  time  on  your  roller  core  repair  expense,  then, 
if  you  must  have  ball  bearings,  insist  on  ball  bearing  sockets  which  cost  less, 
are  easily  replaced,  and  which  remain  with  the  press  when  the  core  is  removed. 

Tliey  will  also  fit  new  cores  as  new  cores  may  be  needed,  at  nominal 
expense.  A  new  ball  bearing  core  or  new  ball  bearings  installed  in  a  core  costs 
quite  an  item.
